Claim 34 (Previously Presented): llic composition according to claim 33, wherein said black walnut 
is further comprised of an extract derived from the species Juglans nigra or any plant from the genus 
Juglans, constituting between 0.5%-90% by weight of total composition. 

Claim 35 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said wormwood 
is further comprised of an extract derived from the species Artemisia Absinthium or any plant from 
the genus Artemisia, constituting between 0.5%-90% by weight of total composition. 

Claim 36 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said turmeric is 
further comprised of an extract derived from the species Curcuma Longa or any plant from the genus 
Curcuma, constituting between 0.5 % to 90 % by weight of total composition. 

Claim 37 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said garlic is 
further comprised of an extract derived from the species Allium sativum or any plant from the genus 
Allium, constituting between 0.75 to 70 % by weight of total composition.

Claim 41 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said licorice is 
further comprised of an extract derived from the species Glycyrrhiza Glabra or any plant from the 
genus Gtycyrrhiza, constituting between 0.5 to 25 % by weight of total composition. 

Claim 42 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said chamomile is 
further comprised of an exlract derived from the species Matricaria Chamomile or any plant from 
the genus Matricaria or Anthemis, constituting between 0.5 to 25 % by weight of total composition. 

Claim 43 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said clove, 
nutmeg, ginger, frankincense and myrrh are further comprised of extracts derived from Syzygium 
aromaticum, Myristica fragam, Zingiber officinale, Bosweltia carteri, Commiphora rmlmol, 
respectively, where a combination of two or more of these herbs constitute between 0.5 to 25% by 
weight of total composition. 

Claim 44 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said aloe vera 
alone or combined with a dermatologically acceptable carrier constitutes between 5-95 % by weight 
of total composition. 

Claim 45 (Previously Presented): lne composition according to claim 44, wherein said 
dermatologically acceptable carrier is further comprised one or more selected from the group 
consisting of surfactants, binders, emulsiliers, bulking agents, starches, additives, diluents, 
stabilizers, preservatives, emollients, foaming agents, gels, sweeteners, thickeners, vehicles, coloring 
agents, fragrances, solvents, moisturizers, lubricants, deodorizers and buffers.

Claim 56 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 42, wherein said chamomile 
constitutes aboul 2% by weight of total composition. 

Claim 57 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 43, wherein said combination 
of at least two or more of clove, nutmeg, ginger, frankincense and myrrh constitute collectively 
about 2% by weight of total composition. 
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Claim 58 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 44 wherein said aloe vera 
alone or combined with a dermatologically acceptable carrier constitutes about 54% by weight of 
total composition.

Claim 60 (Currently Amended): A method for treating skin diseases comprising applying

frankincense and myrrh; and 

e) c) aloe vera, alone or in combination with a dermatologically acceptable carrier, and;

d) niacin, where i n said niacin farther c o mprises m^cin amid e, nicotinic acid and its 
chemical derivatives.

Claim 61 (Previously Presented) A method of treating skin disorders in a mammal in need thereof, 
which comprises administering to said mamma) an effective amount of the composition according to 
claim 60. 

Claim 62 (Previously Presented): The method of claim 61, wherein said skin disorders are comprised 
of one or more symptoms selected from the group consisting of dry skin, skin lesions, cracks, 
fissures, scaling, discoloration, thickening, redness, bleeding, swelling, ulcers, sores, flaking, 
wounds, blistering, rashes, burns and loss of flesh. 
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Claim 63 (Previously Presented): The method of claim 61. wherein said skin disorders are further 
comprised of one or more diseases associated with initiating pathogens selected from the group 
consisting of yeasts, mulassczia, Candida, fungus, dermatophyte tung., trichophyton 
cpidermophyton, microsporia, tinea, bacteria, staphylococcus, streptococcus, parasites, m.tcs, 
scabies, lice, mold, scopulariopsis, aspergillus, fusarium, scytabdmtum, vvruses, coxsackic, 
enterovirus, herpes, parvovirus and cpstein barr. 
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
